Goshocton, O., Oct. 12.—George Rea- 


gen, the former Newark glass blower, 
made a "startling assertion to the Ad- 
vocate correspondent today when, he 
declared in no uncertain terms that he 
believes the little child who was kid- 
naped at Alton, 111., the other evening, 
is not his boy. but the son of Goldie 
Yell, the nurse. 


Mr. Reagen said that he had been 


married seven years and that he had 
two children, both of whom died in 
infancy. In September. 1900, Mr. Rea- 
gen left Alton. 111., to locate in New- 
ark where he was for a time em- 
ployed at the Edward H. Everett glass 
factory. 
He says that Mrs. Reagen 


remained in Alton and that she noti- 
fied him of the birth of a boy on Sep- 
tember IS. 1993. He never saw this 
child until five weeks later when Mrs. 
Reagen came on from Alton bringing 
the baby with her to Newark. 


Mr. Reagen says that at that time 


he had nev*>r seen Goldie Yell and had

by Dr. E. C. Brush, was upon request 
of the patient's mother. The elder 
Mrs. Pierson has been at the bedside 
of her son together with his wife, 
since the accident occurred. 


Tuesday evening the amputated and 


lifeless leg and arm from 
Pierson's 


body were sent to Dresden. Here they 
were prepared for burial in the same 
manner as in a human body after 
death. Henry Schaumleffel, the Dres- 
den undertaker, prepared the leg and 
arm for the burial, which occurred 
Wednesday. 


Pierson, who fell from a cut of cars 


at Dresden Tuesday and was caught 
beneath the wheels, never lost con- 
sciousness. His left leg was amputat- 
ed below the knee and his left arm be- 
low the elbow.

WATER IN LAKE 


YACHTSMEN COMPLAIN TO THE 


STATE BOARD THAT SAILING 


IS IMPOSSIBLE. 


Wish Condition Remedied Before Win- 


ter Sets in So That Iceboats 


Can be Sailed. 


Buckeye Lake yachtsmen have filed 


a vigorous protest with the state board 
of public works at the condition of 
Buckeye Lake at present. Just now 
the water is three feet below the nor- 
mal le^el and practically down to 
where it was last fall when they had 
lowered it for the purpose of cutting 
off the stumps. 


It has been at this stage for more 


than two months past and they 
have, for the omst part, been un- 
able to sail their craft in that time. 
The board members express ignorance 
of the cause of such a condition and 
have promised to investigate. 


The yachtsmen are particularly anx- 


ious for a higher stage of water for the 
winter for the reason that the fleet of 
ice boats is being planned. It is ex- 
pected that at least half a dozen of 
these boats will be equipped before the 
season opens. . 


There is only one such craft on the 


lake now. Another is being planned, 
and it is expected that the owners of 
at least four other sail boats will de- 
termine to make use of their sailing 
equipment this winter on an ice boat. 


Several days ago representatives of 


the state board visited the lake and in- 
spected the Kirkersville feeder with a 
view to making repairs so that more 
water will run itno the lake.

Washington, Oct. 12. — President 


Roosevelt received further indorse- 
ment of his attitude toward the enact- 
ment of railroad rate legislation from 
the big lumber interests of the coun- 
try. Lewis Dillan. prebident,"and Rob- 
ert W. Higzie, a member of "the na- 
tional wholesale lumber dealers' asso- 
ciation, and George S. Gardiner and 
Silas Gardiner, representing the cen- 
tral yellow pine-association of Missis- 
sippi, toid the president their associa- 
tions aproved heartily of his course in 
rate legislation. They argued that in- 
terstate commerce commission ought 
to be given more power to deal with 
discriminatory railroad rates.

president told his callers he hoped the 
legislation they demanded might be 
enacted at the approaching session of 
congress.

sey, Jr., failed completely in his effort 
to wrest control of the Wabash system 
from George J. Gould. Not only was 
he utterly defeated in all he under- 
took, but he was forced from the direc- 
tory of the road and now has nothing 
whatever to do with its management 
in any manner.

Color Question In Court, 


Topeka, Kan., Ost. 12. — The state 


supreme court issued a writ of alter- 
native mandamus against the board of 
education of Kansas City, Kan., return- 
able Nov. 1, requiring that board to 
show cause why colored pupils are not 
allowed to attend school at the same 
hours and in the same building as the 
white pupils. The action is taken on 
the petition of a colored pupil, who de- 
clares that she and other pupils of her 
race are required to attend school in 
the afternoon, while white pupils have 
the forenoon. The Kansas legislature 
passed a bill providing for separate 
high school "buildings."" The "building 
for the colored children is in course of 
construction, and the school beard set 
apart half of each day "at 'the white 
school for the use of the negroes. 


Injunction Against Miners. 


Chattanooga, Tenn.. Oct. 12. — Judge 


C. D. Clark of the United States dis- 
trict court granted a permanent in- 
junction 
against the United Mine 


Workers of America and individual 
members of the order. The injunction 
was asked early in September by the 
Tennessee Consolidated Coal company 
following the murder of miners at Tra- 
cey City, where the men are on strike. 
Several companies of the state nation- 
al guard x>n duty at Tracey City will 
probably be released.
